Practically all of the lumber com- 
panies are expanding facilities to meet 
the heavy demand. The most notable 
expansion is being miade by the Mc- 
Laren Lumber Company, of Blair- 
more, in southern Alberta, This frm 
is preparing to increase its daily cap- 
acity from 80,000 to 300,000 feet. 

The Phoenix Lumber Company is 
increasing its capacity by erecting a 
new mill on the Canadian National 
Railway and Saskatchewan River near 
Harburg.

An inventory 
should be taken at the beginning and 
end of the farmer's year, this list to 
include live stock, feed, implements, 


etc. Those who keep no accounts 
have, at best, only an estimate of 
their business, and cannot consider 


any one phase of the farm operations 
distinctly enough to know whether it 
pays or not, 

An account book consisting of 28 
large ruled pages has been prepared 
by the Commission of Conservation, 
and will be supplied free to bona fide 
farmers on request. It is published in 
the hope of introducing a simp'te and 
efficient form of farm accounting, and

“They express the Opinion that 
Holland would not fulfill her inter-' 
national duty if she refused to as- 
sociate herself with them within the 
limit of her ability, to pursue, or at 
least not to impede, the punishment 
of crimes committed.
